Wet Weather Needed to Bring the 


Hanging Tobacco Into the Cases 
Several Local Sales Recorded of 
Late—General.Movement ot the '98 
Crop Has Commenced. 


The cold, wintry weather of the past 


week has cooled the ardor of those buy- 
ers ' who have been after the '98 and 
sales have fallen off somewhat in num- 
ber, and nearly all are awaiting a good 
damp spell to bring the hanging tobac 
co into good case, so it can be thorough- 
ly examined, says The Farm and Home. 


When this shall occur we look for a 


greater dpgree of activity among buyers, 
many of whom are all ready when they 
can examine the tobacco thoroughly and 
determine the percentage of damage by 
hail and wind. 


Buyers think well of the '98 and are 


ready to buy when prices and conditions 
are favorable. 


In old leaf a fairly good retail trade 


is-reported, cigar manufacturers buying 
in small lots and frequently, but large 
lots are few and far between. 


Shipments to outside markets have 


been very large, S. A. Decker having 
shipped 8. and S. B. Heddles 2 cars and 
G. H. Rumrill and others have sent sev- 
eral cars eastward. 


The Edgerton Reporter says: The 


indications are much more favorable 
now for a general movement of the '98 
crop than at any time since buying 
commenced this season. - Evidently the 
growers have been loosening up in their 
asking prices somewhat for considerable 
tobacco lias 'been bought lately under 
the six cent mark, which it seemed im- 
possible to .do a few weeks ago. About 
-all that is needed now to set things go- 
ing is casing weather of sufficient dura- 
tion to bring down the hanging to 
bacco. 
There are plenty of buyers 


ready to take the field whenever they 
can gain an intelligent idea of what the 
tobacco is like. 


Very little tobacco was taken from the 


sheds during the week as the casing 
•weather.was of too short duration. 


The shipments out of storage reach 


about 35 carloads, 1762 cases, for the 
week to all points. 
Since last report 


about 2165 cases of cigar leaf were ex- 
ported from New York.

Heger, of Jefferson, who are in the local 
field to pay the highest market price for 
barley. 


The Jefferson firm of Rudolph and 


Hager are not strangers to the farmers 
of Rock county, for they invaded this 
territory a year ago when they managed 
to purchase GO.OOO bushels of barley of 
Rock county farmers alone. The Jeffer- 
son firm have sent here this year two 
representatives in the person of J N. 
Stevens and Louis Peurner. In speak- 
ing of the local market Mr. .Stevens 
stated yesterday that it is his firm's in- 
tention to have him and his partner 
purchase 100,000 bushels of barley here 
this month, for which they are to pay 
the highest market price.

Phillippine islands say the insurgents 
there have decided not to recognize ] 
the cession of the islands to the United 
States, and that they will resist to the 
last. It is also claimed that the United 
States will require 70,000 troops to put 
down the rebellion, and that the insur- 
gents hold . 10,000 Spanish 
prisoners 


whom they will force to serve against 
the Americans. 


PKACE NEGOTIATIONS DELATED. 


Madrid Government Instructs a Refusal 


of American Requests. 


Paris, Dec. 
2.—From 
information 


from a well-authenticated source it 
seems unlikely that the commissions 
will finish their work as soon as had 
been expected. -It is probable that 
the negotiations will last considerably 
longer. 


Madrid has instructed the Spanish 


commissioners on 
three points to 


which the Americans attach much im- 
portance. These are the. cession of an 
island in the Carolines, the granting of 
religious freedom over the whole of 
the Carolines and the cession of a 
cable and coaling station at Ceuta. 


The -Spanish government 
has 
in- 


structed Senor Montero Rios to grant 
none of these, and, while Spain may 
ultimately yield them all, it is admitted 
that the American commissioners have 
no power to enforce their demands on 
points not covered by the protocol. Be- 
fore Spain does yield the negotiations 
are likely to be prolonged, and the 
United States may have to give a sub- 
stantial quid pro quo.
